Jeal­ 
ousy over Cornelia Burgess, wrho re­ 
sides on the McCowan South place, 
is said to have caused the shooting. 
The crime wras committed with a 
shot gun, in .the hands of McCow­ 
an. 
Shortly following the murder Mc- 
Cow^an called Sheriff Duncan and 
Attorney Will Suddath. 
He sub­ 
mitted to arrest, upon the arrival of 
Sheriff Duncan. 
The accused man 
was brought to this city where he 
is held in the county jail without 
ball. 
McCowan, when seen at the 
jail had no statement to make of 
the affair. 
According to testimony 
brought 
out at the 
coroner’s 
inquest Mc­ 
Cowan also threatened to kill Cor­ 
nelia Burgess, but did not carry out 
his threat.
